3. The inventions listed as Groups I-EQ do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons. 

The putative special technical feature linking groups I-EQ appears to be the peptide of 
invention L However, the peptide of claim 1 was known in the art (WO 96/25178, pages 18-20 
and other prior art disclosed in PCT Search Report filed with the instant application). Therefore, 
the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups I-IH does not constitute a special technical 
feature a defined by PCT rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over the prior art.
